1  There  was  a  man  in  the  land  of  Uz,  whose 

name  was  ^Job;  and  that  man  was  perfect  and  ^  Heb. /jw^. 
upright,  and  one  that  feared  God,  and  eschewed 

2  evil.     And  there  were  born   unto    him    seven 

3  sons  and  three  daughters.      His  ^substance  also  '^Ox^cattu 
was   seven    thousand   sheep,    and   three    thou- 
sand camels,  and  five  hundred  yoke  of  oxen, 

and  five  hundred  she-asses,  and  a  very  great 
household;  so  that  this  man  was  the  greatest 

4  of  all  the  children  of  the  east.  And  his  sons 
went  and  held  a  feast  in  the  house  of  each  one 
upon  his  day;  and  they  sent  and  called  for 
their   three   sisters   to   eat   and  to  drink  with 

5  them.  And  it  was  so,  when  the  days  of  their 
feasting  were  gone  about,  that  Job  sent  and 
sanctified  them,  and  rose  up  early  in  the 
morning,  and  offered  burnt  offerings  according 
to  the  number  of  them  all:  for  Job  said,  It  may 

be  that  my  sons  have  sinned,  and  ^renounced  ^  C)r, 
God  in  their  hearts.     Thus  did  Job  continually,   so  ver!Ti,

Hast  not  thou  made  an  10 
hedge  about  him,  and  about  his  house,  and 
about  all  that  he  hath,  on  every  side?  thou

only   am    escaped   alone   to    tell  thee.     While  16 
he  was  yet  speaking,  there  came  also  another, 
and  said,  The  fire  of  God  is  fallen  from  heaven, 
and    hath    burned     up    the    sheep,     and     the 
^servants,  and  consumed  them;  and  I  only  am 
escaped  alone  to  tell  thee.     While  he  was  yet  17 
speaking,   there  came   also  another,   and  said, 
The   Chaldeans    made   three   bands,    and   ^fell 
upon  the  camels,  and  have  taken  them  away, 
yea,  and  slain  the  *  servants  with  the  edge  of 
the  sword  ;  and  I  only  am  escaped  alone  to  tell 
thee.

21  worshipped ;  and  he  said,  Naked  came  I  out  of 
my  mother's  womb,  and  naked  shall  I  return 
thither:  the  Lord  gave,  and  the  Lord  hath 
taken  away;  blessed  be  the  name  of  the  Lord. 

22  In  all  this  Job  sinned  not,  nor  charged  God 
with  foolishness. 

2  I  Again  there  was  a  day  when  the  sons  of 
God  came  to  present  themselves  before  the 
Lord,  and  Satan  came  also  among  them  to  pre- 

2  sent  himself  before  the  Lord.  And  the  Lord 
said  unto  Satan,  From  whence  comest  thou  ? 
And  Satan  answered  the  Lord,  and  said.  From 
going  to  and  fro  in  the  earth,  and  from  walking 

3  up  and  down  in  it.  And  the  Lord  said  unto 
Satan,  Hast  thou  considered  my  servant  Job? 

^for  there  is  none  like  him  in  the  earth,  a  perfect  ^  Or.  f^^at 
and  an  upright  man,  one  that  feareth  God,  and 
escheweth  evil:    and  he   still  holdeth   fast   his 
integrity,  although    thou   movedst   me  against 

4  him,    ^to    destroy    him    without    cause.     And  ^  H^b.  to

batan  answered  the  Lord,  and  said,  bkm  tor  up. 
skin,  yea,  all  that  a  man  hath  will  he  give  for 

5  his  life.  But  put  forth  thine  hand  now,  and

6  nounce  thee  to  thy  face.  And  the  Lord  said 
unto  Satan,  Behold,  he  is  in  thine  hand ;  only

But  he  said  unto  her,  Thou  speakest  as  one  of 
'  Or,  impious  the  ^fooHsh  women  speaketh.  What  ?  shall  we 
receive  good  at  the  hand  of  God,  and  shall  we 
not  receive  evil?  In  all  this  did  not  Job  sin 
with  his  lips. 

Now  when  Job's  three  friends  heard  of  all 
this  evil  that  was  come  upon  him,  they  came 
every  one  from  his  own  place ;  Eliphaz  the 
Temanite,  and  Bildad  the  Shuhite,  and  Zophar 
the  Naamathite  :  and  they  made  an  appoint- 
ment together  to  come  to  bemoan  him  and  to 
comfort  him.  And  when  they  lifted  up  their 
eyes  afar  off,  and  knew  him  not,  they  lifted 
up  their  voice,  and  wept ;  and  they  rent  every 
one  his  mantle,  and  sprinkled  dust  upon  their 
heads  toward  heaven.  So  they  sat  down  with 
him  upon  the  ground  seven  days  and  seven 
nights,  and  none  spake  a  word  unto  him:  for 
'-Ox, pain        they  saw  that  his  -grief  was  very  great. 


After  this  opened  Job  his  mouth,  and  cursed 
his  day.     And  Job  answered  and  said  : 
Let  the  day  perish  wherein  I  was  born, 
And  the  night  which  said,  There  is  a  man  child 

conceived. 
Let  that  day  be  darkness  ; 
Let  not  God  *  regard  it  from  above. 
Neither  let  the  light  shine  upon  it. 
Let  darkness  and  'the  shadow  of  death  claim  it 

for  their  own  ; 
Let  a  cloud  dwell  upon  it ; 
Let  all  that  maketh  black  the  day  terrify  it. 
As  for  that  night,  let  thick  darkness  seize  upon  it : 
Let  it  not  ^rejoice  among  the  days  of  the  year ; 
Let  it  not  come  into  the  number  of  the  months. 
Lo,  let  that  night  be  ''barren; 
Let  no  joyful  voice  come  therein. 
Let  them  curse  it  that  curse  the  day.

that  are  done  under  the  sun  ;   and,  behold,  all 
is    vanity   and   ^a   striving   after   wind.      That 
which  is  crooked  cannot  be  made  straight:  and 
^that  which   is   wanting  cannot  be    numbered. 
I  communed  with  mine  own  heart,  saying,  Lo,  16 
I  have  gotten  me  great  wisdom  *above  all  that 
were  before  me  ®in  Jerusalem  :  yea,  my  heart 
®hath    had    great    experience   of  wisdom    and 
knowledge.     And  I  applied  my  heart  to  know  17 
wisdom,  and  to  know  madness  and  folly  :  I  per- 
ceived that  this  also  was  a  striving  after  wind. 
For    in    much  wisdom  is  much  grief:    and  he  18 
that  increaseth  knowledge  increaseth  sorrow. 

I  said  in  mine  heart.  Go  to  now,  I  will  prove  i 
thee  with    mirth ;    ^therefore    enjoy   ^pleasure : 
and,  behold,  this   also  was  vanity.      I   said  of  2 
laughter,  It  is  mad :  and  of  mirth.  What  doeth 
it  ?    I  searched  in  mine  heart  how  to  cheer  my  3 
flesh  with  wine,  mine  heart  yet  Vuiding  me  with 
wisdom,  and  how  to  lay  hold  on  folly,  till  I  might 
see  what  it  was  good  for  the  sons  of  men  that 
they  should  do  under  the  heaven  ^"all  the  days 
of  their  life.     I  made  me  great  works  ;  I  builded  4 
me  houses ;    I   planted  me  vineyards  ;  I  made  5 
me  gardens  and  parks,  and  I  planted  trees  in 
them  of  all  kinds  of  fruit :    I   made  me  pools  6 
of  water,  to  water  therefrom  the  forest  where 
trees  were  reared  :  I  bought  menservants  and  7 
maidens,  and  had  servants  born  in  my  house  ; 
also    I    had    great    possessions    of   herds    and 
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flocks,  above  all  that  were  before  me  in  Jeru- 

8  salem :  I  gathered  me  also  silver  and  gold, 
and  the  peculiar  treasure  of  kings  and  of  the 
provinces  :  I  gat  me  men  singers  and  women 
singers,   and  the  delights  of  the  sons  of  men, 

9  ^concubines  very  many.  So  I  was  great,  and  )^;^;2"et(t! 
increased  more  than  all  that  were  before  me  andthatojaii 
In  Jerusalem:   also  my  wisdom  'remained  with  iJ^^eSept. 

10  me.     And  whatsoever  mine  eyes  desired  I  kept  and  Syriac 
not  from  them:    I  withheld  not  my  heart  from  'Z^Z\"maU 
anv  iov,   for  my  heart  rejoiced  because  of  all  and  female.

Then    I    saw    \X\-^t  whVmthey 
wisdom  excelleth  folly,  as  far  as  light  excelleth  ;-^;Jj 

14  darkness.  The  wise  man's  eyes  are  in  his  Ox,  after  the 
head,  and  the  fool  walketh  in  darkness :  and  yet  '^Sg:^ 
I  perceived  that  one  event  happeneth  to  them  have  been 

15  all.  Then  said  I  in  my  heart,  As  it  happeneth  already  done. 
to  the  fool,  so  will  it  happen  even  to  me ;  and 

why  was  I  then  more  wise  ?     Then  I  said  in 

16  my  heart,  that  this  also  was  vanity.  For  of  the 
wise  man,  even  as  of  the  fool,  there  is  no  re- 
membrance for  ever;  seeing  that  in  the  da3^s 
to  come  all  will  have  been  already  forgotten. 
And  how  doth  the  wise  man  die  even  as  the 

17  fool!  So  I  hated  life;  because  the  work  that 
is  wrought  under  the  sun  was  grievous  unto 
me  :  for  all  is  vanity  and  a  striving  after  wind. 

18  And  I  hated  all  my  labour  wherein  I  laboured 
under  the  sun  :  seeing  that  I  must  leave  it  unto

And  who  know-  19 
eth  whether  he  shall  be  a  wise  man  or  a  fool  ? 
yet  shall  he  have  rule  over  all  my  labour  wherein 
I  have  laboured,  and  wherein  I  have  shewed 
wisdom    under   the  sun.     This  also  is  vanity. 
Therefore  I  turned  about  to  cause  my  heart  to  20 
despair  concerning  all  the  labour  wherein  I  had 
laboured  under  the  sun.     For  there  is  a  man  21 
whose  labour  is  with  wisdom,  and  with  know- 
ledge, and  with  ^skilfulness ;  yet  to  a  man  that 
hath  not  laboured  therein  shall  he  ^leave  it  for 
his   portion.     This  also  is  vanity  and  a  great 
evil.     For  what  hath  a  man  of  all  his  labour,  22 
and  of  the  ^striving  of  his  heart,  wherein  he 
laboureth  under  the  sun  ?     For  all  his  days  are  23 
but  sorrows,  and  his  travail  is  grief ;  yea,  even  in 
the  night  his  heart  taketh  no  rest.    This  also  is 
vanity. 

There  is  nothing  better  for  a  man  than  that  he  24 
should  eat  and  drink,  and  make  his  soul  enjoy 
good  in  his  labour.     This  also  I  saw,  that  it  is 
from  the  hand  of  God.     For  who  can  eat,  or  25 
who  can  *have  enjoyment,  ®more  than  I  ?     For  26 
to    the    man    that    pleaseth    him    God   giveth 
wisdom,   and  knowledge,  and  joy  :  but  to  the 
sinner  he  giveth  travail,  to  gather  and  to  heap 
up,  that    he    may  give    to    him    that   pleaseth 
God.     This  also  is  vanity  and  a  striving  after 
wind. 

To  every  thing  there  is  a  season,  and  a  time  i   ^ 
to  every  ^purpose  under  the  heaven  :  a  time  to  2 
be  born,  and  a  time  to  die  ;  a  time  to  plant,  and 
a  time  to  pluck  up  that  which  is  planted ;  a  time  3 
to    kill,  and   a  time  to  heal  ;    a  time  to  break 
down,  and  a  time  to  build  up  ;  a  time  to  weep,  4 
and  a  time  to  laugh ;  a  time  to  mourn,  and  a 
time  to  dance ;  a  time  to  cast  away  stones,  and  5 
a  time  to  gather  stones   together  ;    a  time   to 
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embrace,  and  a  time  to  refrain  from  embracing- ; 

6  a  time  to  seek,  and  a  time  to  lose ;  a  time  to 

7  keep,  and  a  time  to  cast  away ;  a  time  to  rend, 
and  a  time  to  sew ;  a  time  to  keep  silence,  and 

8  a  time  to  speak ;  a  time  to  love,  and  a  time  to 
hate ;    a  time  for  war,  and  a  time  for  peace. 

9  What  profit  hath  he  that  worketh  in  that  where- 

10  in  he  laboureth  ?  I  have  seen  the  travail  which 
God   hath   given    to   the   sons   of  men  to   be 

11  exercised  therewith.     He  hath  made  every  thing 
beautiful  in  its  time  :  also  he  hath  set  Hhe  world  ^  Or,  eternity 
in  their  heart,  yet  so  that  man  cannot  find  out 

the  work  that  God  hath  done  from  the  beein- 

12  nmg  even  to  the  end.  I  know  that  there  is 
nothing  better  for  them,  than  to  rejoice,  and  'to  ^Or,  to  get 

13  do  good  so  long  as  they  live.     And  also  that  ^""'^ 
every   man  should    eat   and   drink,   and  enjoy 

14  good  in  all  his  labour,  is  the  gift  of  God.  I

Who  21 
knoweth  the  spirit  ^of  man  -whether  it  goeth 
upward,  and  the  spirit  of  the  beast  ^whether  it 
ofoeth   downward  to  the  earth?     Wherefore   I  22 
saw  that  there   is   nothing  better,  than  that  a 
man  should  rejoice  in  his  works ;  for  that  is  his 
portion :    for  who  shall  bring  him  back  to  see 
what  shall  be  after  him  ? 

Then  I  returned  and  saw  all  the  oppressions  i  ' 
that  are  done  under  the  sun:  and  behold,  the 
tears  of  such  as  were  oppressed,  and  they  had 
no  comforter;    and    on    the   side    of  their  op- 
pressors   there   was   power,    but   they  had    no 
comforter.    Wherefore  I  praised  the  dead  which  2 
are   already  dead  more  than  the  living  which 
are  yet  alive;  yea,  ^better  than  them  both  did  I  3 
Thewhih&c.  ^stee77z  him  which  hath  not  yet  been,  who  hath 
not  seen  the  evil  work  that  is  done  under  the

Then  I   returned  and  saw  vanity  under  the  7 
sun.     There  is  one  that  is  alone,  and  he  hath  8 
not  a  second;    yea,   he   hath   neither  son    nor 
brother;  yet  is  there  no  end  of  all  his  labour, 
neither    are    his    eyes    satisfied    with     riches. 
For  whom   then,   saith   he,   do    I    labour,    and 
deprive  my  soul  of  good  ?     This  also  is  vanity, 
yea,  it  is  a  sore  travail.     Two  are  better  than  9 
one ;  because  they  have  a  good  reward  for  their 
labour.

If  thou  seest  the  oppression  of  the  poor,  and  8 
the  violent  taking  away  of  judgement  and  justice 
in  ^a  province,  marvel  not  at  the  matter :  for 
one  higher  than  the  high  regardeth ;  and  there 
be  higher  than  they.  ^Moreover  the  profit  of  9 
the  earth  is  for  all :  the  king  himself  is  served 
by  the  field. 

He  that  loveth  silver  shall  not  be  satisfied  10 
with  silver;  nor  he  that  loveth  abundance  with 
increase :  this  also  is  vanity.     When  goods  in-  1 1 
crease,  they  are  increased  that  eat  them :  and 
what  advantage  is  there  to  the  owner  thereof, 
saving   the  beholding  of  them  with  his  eyes? 
The  sleep  of  a  labouring  man  is  sweet,  whether  12 
he  eat  little  or  much  :  but  the  fulness  of  the  rich 
will  not  suffer  him  to  sleep. 

There  is  a  grievous  evil  which  I  have  seen  13 
under  the  sun,  namely,  riches  kept  by  the  owner 
thereof  to  his  hurt:  and  those  riches  perish  by  14 
evil  ^adventure ;  and  if  he  hath  begotten  a  son, 
there  is  nothing  in  his  hand.     As  he  came  forth  15 
of  his  mother's  womb,  naked  shall  he  go  again 
as   he    came,    and   shall   take    nothing   for   his 
labour,  which  he  may  carry  away  in  his  hand. 
And   this    also  is  a  grievous  evil,   that   in    all  16 
points  as  he  came,  so  shall  he  go :   and  what 
profit  hath  he  that  he  laboureth  for  the  wind? 
^All  his  days  also  he  eateth  in  darkness,  and  he  17 
is  sore  vexed  and  hath  sickness  and  wrath. 

Behold,  ^that  which  I  have  seen  to  be  good  18 
and  to  be  comely  is  for  one  to  eat  and  to  drink, 
and  to  enjoy  good  in  all  his  labour,  wherein  he 
laboureth  under  the  sun,  "all  the  days  of  his 
life  which  God  hath  given  him  :  for  this  is  his 
portion.  Every  man  also  to  whom  God  hath  19 
given  riches  and  wealth,  and  hath  given  him 
power  to  eat  thereof,  and  to  take  his  portion, 
and  to  rejoice  in  his  labour;  this  is  the  gift  of 
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God.      For  he  shall   not   much    remember   the 
days  of  his  life ;   because  God  answereth  him 
in  the  joy  of  his  heart.

2  the  sun,  and  it  is  heavy  upon  men  :  a  man  to 
whom  God  giveth  riches,  wealth,  and  honour,  so

5  is  covered  with  darkness  ;  moreover  it  hath  not

6  rather  than  the  other :    yea,  though  he  live  a  htowiedge 
thousand  years  twice   told,  and   yet    enjoy   no  '<^''' ^'''.",

A  good  name  is  better  than  precious  ointment;  i  ' 
and  the  day  of  death  than  the  day  of  one's  birth. 
It  is  better  to  go  to  the  house  of  mourning,  than  2 
to  go  to  the  house  of  feasting :  for  that  is  the 
end  of  all  men ;  and  the  living  will  lay  it  to  his 
heart.      Sorrow  is  better  than  laughter:  for  by  3 
the  sadness  of  the  countenance  the  heart  is  made 
^glad.     The  heart  of  the  wise  is  in  the  house  of  4 
mourning ;  but  the  heart  of  fools  is  in  the  house 
of  mirth.     It  is  better  to  hear  the  rebuke   of  5 
the  wise,  than  for  a  man  to  hear  the  song  of 
fools.     For  as  the  crackling  of  thorns  under  a  6 
pot,  so  is  the  laughter  of  the  fool :  this  also  is 
vanity.      ^Surely  extortion  maketh  a  wise  man  7 
foolish;  and  a  gift  destroyeth  the  understanding. 
Better  is  the  end  of  a  thing  than  the  beginning  8 
thereof :  mid  the  patient  in  spirit  is  better  than 
the  proud  in  spirit.     Be  not  hasty  in  thy  spirit  9 
to  be  ^angry  :  for  ^anger  resteth  in  the  bosom 
of  fools.     Say   not   thou,   What   is   the   cause  10 
that  the  former  days  were  better  than  these  ? 
for  thou  dost  not  inquire  ^wisely  concerning  this. 
Wisdom  *is  as  good  as  an   inheritance:    yea,  n 
more  excellent  is  it  for  them  that  see  the  sun. 
For  wisdom    is  a   defence,  even  as  money  is  12 
a  defence :  but  the  excellency  of  knowledge  is, 
that  wisdom    preserveth    the   life    of  him  that 
hath  it.     Consider  the  work  of  God :  for  who  13 
can   make  that  straight,  which  he  hath  made 
crooked  ?    In  the  day  of  prosperity  be  joyful,  14 
and  in  the  day  of  adversity  consider  :  God  hath 
even  made  the  one  side  by  side  with  the  other, 
to  the  end  that  man  should  not  find   out  any 
thing  that  shall  be  after  him. 

All  this  have  I  seen  in  the  days  of  my  vanity:  15 
there  is  a  righteous  man  that  perisheth  in  his 
righteousness,  and  there  is  a  wicked  man  that 
prolongeth  his  life  in    his  evil-doing.      Be   not  16 
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righteous  over  much;  neither  make  thyself  over 

17  wise:  why  shouldest  thou  destroy  thyself?  Be 
not  over  much  wicked,  neither  be  thou  foolish  : 

18  why  shouldest  thou  die  before  thy  time  ?  It  is 
good  that  thou  shouldest  take  hold  of  this  ;  yea, 
also  from  that  withdraw  not  thine  hand  :  for  he 
that  feareth  God  shall  come  forth  of  them  all. 

19  Wisdom  is  a  strength  to  the  wise  man  more 

20  than  ten  rulers  which  are   in  a  city.     'Surely  ^Ox,ror 
there  is  not  a  righteous  man  upon  earth,  that 

21  doeth  good,  and  sinneth  not.     Also  "take  not  -n&h.  give  not 
heed  unto  all  words  that  are  spoken  ;  lest  thou  ^^''"'  '^^'"''"
